The Efforts Being Made by the Amer> 


can Medical Association. 


Tho Political activity of tho Ameri- 


can Medical Association has bccomo 
•o pronounced as to cause comment 
in political circles especially as the 
tho avowed purpose of tho Doctors of 
tho "Regular" or Allopathic school, of 
which tho Association is chiefly com- 
posed, la to secure the passage of such 
laws as will not only prevent tbo 
sale of so-called "Patent" medicines, 
but will restrict tho practice of modi- 
clno nnd healing to tho "schools" now 
recognized. This in many states would 
prevent tho growing practice of Os- 
teopathy, and In nearly every atato 
would prevent tho healers of the 
Christian Sclcnco and mental sclcnco 
belief from practicing those sciences 
In which tho faith of so many Intelli- 
gent people is so llrmly rooted. 


Tho American Medical Association 


has a "Committee on Legislation." 
and tho committee has correspond- 
ents in practically every township — 
some 10.000 correspondents In all. 
This committee at tho last session of 
tho American Medical Association 
held In Juno of this year expressed a 
hope that a larger number of physi- 
cians than heretofore will offer them- 
selves as candidates for Congress at 
tho flrst opportunity. In Its annual 
report this Committee said: "To meet 
tho growing demands of tho move- 
ment, however, particularly 
If 
tho 


work of active participation in Stnto 
legislation la undertaken, a larger 
clerical force must bo employed." 


This Is almost tho flrst timo in the 


history of the United States that any 
organized class has frankly avowed 
tho purpose of capturing legislatures 
and dominating legislation in their 
own Bullish interests. 


The American Medical Association 


has about 05,000 members of whom 
27,000 aro "fully constituted mem- 
bers" and tho rest nro members bo- 
cause of their aillliatlon with state or 
local societies. Tho Association owns 
real estate in Chicago valued nt |111,« 
781.91 and Its total assets aro $291.- 
6G7.89. Us liabilities, at tbo time of 
tho annual report which was mado, at 
tho Juno meeting, amounted to only 
121.906. Tho excess of assets over 
liabilities is increasing at tho rate of 
about 130,000 a year, and tho purpose 
of tho organization Is to dominate 
tho Held of medicine, and by crushing 
all competitions by securing tho pas- 
sage of prohibitive legislation, compel 
all of tho people of tho United States 
to pay a doctor's fco every tlrao the 
most simple remedy Is needed.

It IB declared that both of those 
bird famllleH have been condemned by 
tho farmcrB of the country without 
discrimination because some of their 
species nro destroyers of valuable 
things. Mitigating circumstances are 
found for some otherwise harmless 
birds becutiHe of a lack of proper food 
In tho country where they live.

Ho left the English service with tho 
rank of captain, and In 18GO began hU 
romantic career under Garibaldi.

How * Sentence of Death W«» Car- 


ried Out on Street* of .Hyderabad. 


Tho decision as to whether the 


murderer should bo executed or Im- 
prisoned for life was. says the Civil and 
Military Gazette In describing an exe- 
cution at Hyderabad of a, Pathan who 
bad shot his brotbor-ln-law, as Is 
usual, loft to the murdered man's rela- 
tives, and Ills wife, the sister of the 
murderer, voted for death. 


On tho day for the execution there 


appeared In tho streets a band ol 
swcopors armed with loafy twigs, fol- 
lowed by a squad of tho city Arab 
police with fixed bayonets.

Tho ordinary thing IB for tho con- 
demned man to walk, but In this case 
ho was so overcome that he had to bo 
convoyed In a Jutkn. 


On arriving at tho fatal spot the 


murderer was mode to knool down, 
while the policemen handed over 
charge of the cords to tho execution- 
or's attendants one of whom, seizing 
the end of tho bailor stood In front 
of tho felon, while others hold the 
cords pinioning his anna behind. Tho

heavy sword, keen as a razor. In a 
suggestive fashion, and prancing up 
towards his victim asked thrno times 
In a loud voice: "Who authorizes tho 
execution?" Tho chief of the city po- 
lice on duty thrice ropllod: "Tho 
Amln."

forward. At the same Instant those 
holding tho cords laid themselves 
back In opposite directions as In a 
tug-of-wor contest, with tho result 
thit th« wrateVfl BM* WM «««tck««;

•Curious National Cu«toms Observed 


at a South Dakota Marriage. 


A double wedding In the Russian 


colony at Rosedalo. S. D.. south of 
Alexandria, lasted through an entire 
day and Into the evening.

The ceremony was begun In tho 


morning In the little stone church. In
